MEETS HERE NEXT MONTH

Sessions to Be Held in This City
September 23-28.Hundreds

to Be Present.

The program for the Fifteenth Inter¬
national Congress on Hygiene and De¬
mography. which meets in Washington
September ITl-US. is now completed, and
will soon he sent to members of the
congress throughout the world. Hun¬
dreds will attend the meeting.

< 'flicers of the congress here declare
that the program is the richest and most
extensive of any of the fifteen health
congresses wheh have met In various cap¬
itals during the past half century, and
promises to form the greatest compen-
.lluru of knowledge upon matters realting
to the public health ever gotten together.
The program is printed In three lan¬

guages. English, French and German.
There are to be four plenary sessio is

anil the balance of the program Is dlv.d-
cd Into nine sections. Dr. Max Rubner of
Konicl. Frledrlch Wilhelms Univers!tat,
Merlin, president of the Permanent In¬
ternational Commission of Congresses of
Hygiene and Demography, will address
the first plenary session. Dr. Rubner is
now at the Hotel Astor in New York.
His subject will be on "The Significance
of Hygiene and Demography" for the
sanitary Institutions of nations, with par¬
ticular reference to international work
and a historical review of things hitherto
accomplished.

Sir Thomas Oliver to Speak.
Sir Thomas Oliver of the University

Durham College of Medicine, Newcas¬
tle, Kngland. will address the second
plenary session upon "Dust and Fumes
.Foes of Industrial Uife."
The third plenary session will be ad¬

dressed by I»r. Jacques Bertillon. chief
of the bureau of municipal statistics,
Paris. France. His subject will be
"Mortality and Sickness Causing Death
in Various Occupations."
The fourth plenary session will be ad¬

dressed by Dr. Frederick Zahn. director
of the Bavarian statistical office, on "The
<Jcrmfln Industrial Insurance System and
Its Social Hygienic and Social Political
Significance."

GOVERNMENT TO BilEED
HORSES FOR THEARMY

Agricultural Department Plan¬
ning System to Supply

Army Remounts.

Preparations are being made by the
Department of Agriculture to estab¬
lish in this country a systematic
method of breeding horses to be
available for army remounts. This Is
a matter that has been under consider¬
ation for several years. The supply
of horses available for army remounts
is considerably below the supply even
in times of peace, and if war demands
were made the country would be en¬
tirely unable to respond.
A board of officers was appointed last

year and prepared a circular giving the
qualifications of remount horses. It was

suggeeled that an effort should be made
to toave Armers raise horses that would
fill the tequirements.

Several Stallions Contributed.
Some of the wealthy horsemen of the

country put several stallions at the dis¬
posal of the department and these were

located at Front Royal, Va., and placed
at the disposal of farmers who would
give the government an option on the
colts at a certain age and price.
The Congress just ended appropriated

$.V>.OHO to extend this work. More breed¬
ing stallions will be bought and stations
established in different parts of the coun¬
try, where they will be at the service of
farmers, subject to the government op¬
tion on the colts.
Some of these stations will be estab¬

lished In New Kngland, others in Vir¬
ginia. Kentucky and Tennessee, and some
in other parts of the country. The exact
locations vjJU be announced later.

LABOR LEASEES QUIZZED.

Gompers and Morrison Testify at
Hatters' Trial.

Asked v, hat jurisdiction the American
Federation of l.abor exercised over the
unions comprising the I'nited Hatters of
North America h«»ween l>tf*l and lflUtt, the
Witney* satd it had exercised no jurisdic¬
tion ov> r thes- bodies.

-j4nl. affiliated with the federation, which
ioliit« d iis constitutional principles, were

d'sci; lined for so doing.

CHINESE BANDITS LOOT.

Force of Marauders Invade British
Territory and Bind Europeans.

I li )N(iKuN«J, China. August 29..
British territory was invaded last night
by a party of heavily armed Chinese
bandits anil marauders.
Sixty of these desperadoes attacked

and seized the customs station at Lofun.
They captured, bound and gagged two
European* and some Chinese, and then
carried ofr H stack of rifles and a small
sum of money from the collector's of¬
fice.
Afterward the bandits left British ter¬

ritory and made a raid on the Chinese
town of Samchun. Just over the border
line, where they looted many of the
stores Samchun is known as the resort
of many outlawed criminals.

VOTES OUTNUMBER MEN
Balloting for Governor in South

Carolina Primaries to Be
Investigated.

COLUMBIA, S. C., August 2»..Allega¬
tions that more ballots were cast for gov¬
ernor in Tuesday's democratic state pri¬
mary than there were voters in the state
have been made to Chairman Gary Evans
of the state executive committee, and the
belief is prevalent today that there * ill
be an official recount of the gubernatorial
vote as soon as the executive committee
can make an investigation.

Vote Far Exceeds Becord.
The vote exceeds the record by 90,000.

It is estimated that fully 20,000 more
votes were cast for governor than in cny
of the other contests. According to re¬
turns from Anderson county alone, 4,000
more votes polled for governor than for
other state officers. Some of the county
executive committees have not waited for
the state committee to take action, but
already have ordered investigations and a
recount. There are reports of contests
from all over the state.

B1ease's Majority, 1,461.
CHARLESTON, S. C. August 29..

.Complete and corrected returns from
the state primary Tuesday give Cole
Blease, Incumbent, 69,457, and Ira B.
Jones 65,#73 in the gubernatorial
race. Duncan, the third man In the
race, received 2,024, which gives
Blease a majority of 1,461. The total
vote of 131,500 breaks all records.

ESCOET FOB GEN. LAN.

Chinese Military Officer Will Visit
Army Institutions in District.

Gen. Lan Tlen-wel, accompanied by
several members of the Chinese legation
in this city, called on MaJ. Gen. Wood
at the War Department today In the
course of a tour which the distinguished
Chinese officer is making of military In¬
stitutions in the United States. Gen. I^n
lias ccased his official connection with the
Chinese army, for the time being at least,
and Is making tills tour in a purely per¬
sonal capacity.
Gen. Wood assigned Capt. Dorey of his

personal staff to escort the visitor to
Fort Myer, the War College, the naval
gun foundry and other places In the
District, and the navy officials will af¬
ford him facilities for seeing the Naval
Academy.
Gen. l^an also wishes to visit West

Point and one of the big army manu¬

facturing armories before he returns to

China.

HUGE SUM FOE CHAEITY.

Fan-Hellenic Union of America
Votes to Expend $806,000.

Union of America, with a membership of
4.U00. closed its annual convention by vot¬
ing $S06/I00 for various charitable pur¬
poses. The money was apportioned as

follows: $."',000 for relief of victims of the
recent earthquake in the Sea of Mar¬
mora. $200,000 each to the schools of
Macedonia, the schools of Bplcia, the
. onsumptives' home at Athens and the
Society for the Promotion of Schools fh
Asia Minor, and $1,000 to tho bishops of
Smyrna, to be used for the schools of
that city.
Constantinople Papamichalopoule was

chosen eminent commander of the union.

ACCUSED OF C0HSPIEACY.

Four Face Charges in Lawrence
Strike Dynamite Plot.

BOSTON, August 29..Two indictments
were returned today by the Suffolk county
grand Jury in connection with the alleged
conspiracy to distribute dynamite In Law¬
rence during the textile strike there last
winter. One Indictment contained the
name of one man and the other named
three men.
Dennis J. Collins, a Cambridge dog

fancier, was arrested after testifying be¬
fore the grand Jury for about ten min¬
utes this morning.
The single indictment was returned

against Collins, who was charged with
unlawfully transporting dynamite on
January art. He was arrested on a bench
warrant and was held in $1,500 for trial.
Collins Is a friend r»f John J, Breen, a
Lawrence undertaker, who wag lined $600
last spring for disposing of dynamite to
certain persons.

GATES' FUNERAL SUNDAY
Young Man Struck by Yard

Engine Dies From His
Injuries.

Funeral service* for Harry W. Gates,
eighteen years old, who was killed by
a yard engine yesterday afternoon while
crossing the tracks of the Baltimore
and Ohio Railroad Company near the
office of the United States Express Com¬
pany, 2d and I streets northeast, will
be conducted Sunday afternoon at 3
o'clock at Immanuel Baptist Church,
Columbia road and 16th street north¬
west. It is probable Rev. J. B. Clayton
will conduct the service, in the absence
of the pastor of the church.
Mr. and Mrs. Charles J. Gates, parents

of the young man, reached Providence
Hospital in time to see their son before
he lapsed into unconsciousness. He
recognized them. Because of the
mangled condition of one leg, an opera¬
tion was performed without delay, but
the operation failed to save him.
Death occurred about o'clock last

evening. E. T. Gates, of Chicago, brother
of the deceased and secretary of the Illi¬
nois Christian Endeavor Societies, will
reach here in time to attend the funeral.

Expected to Graduate Next Year.
The deceased was a third-year pupil at

the Central High School and would have
graduated next year. He accepted a po¬
sition with the United States Express
Company for the vacation period and had
arranged to leave the position next Sat¬
urday.
Yesterday afternoon Gates was assist¬

ing in the work of looking after the con¬
tents of an express car, and was struck
by an engine while crossing the tracks to
go to the office. Several persons em-
ployeil by the company went to his as¬
sistance and he was taken to the hos¬
pital.
At the inquest over the body at tho

morgue this morning a verdict of acci¬
dental death was returned, the Jury hold¬
ing the engineer of the engine that struck
Gates blameless.

well, pilot, and Bruce A. Custin, aid, and
the "X," formerly the Goodyear, Paul
McCullough, pilot, and R. A. D. Preston,
aid. were the other contestants in the
race.

ACCUSED OF ROBBEBY.
John Allen, Alias "Blackboy," Is

Held for Grand Jury.
John Allen, alias George Garrett, alias

"Blackboy," was placed under $100 bond
by Judge Aukam today to await the
action of the grand Jury and answer a
charge of robbery.
"Blackboy" is held in connection with

the robbery of Henry F. Smith, a farmer
whose home is in Prince Georges county.
Smith -was driving toward Ana costla
when a stranger stopped him and asked
for a ride. Smith consented and the
two rode along together. As the wagon
was passing the corner of South Capitol
and Lt streets the negro is said to have
snatched a pocketbook containing $120
from the farmer's pocket and jumped
from the wagon. Smith gave chase.
Two witnesses testified that they had
seen Allen riding with Smith and related
incidents of the chase. Smith was un¬
able to positively Identify Allen as the
man who rode with him.

SEEKS MAINTENANCE DECBEE.

Mrs. Henry Conradis Files Suit for
Second Time.

Alleging that Henry Conradis, a plumb¬
er, has broken his agreement to pay her
17 a week and Is in arrears for more
than four weeks, May Conradis, his
wife, today filed salt for maintenance
against him. The marital difficulties of
the couple were called to the attention
of the court In April, 1910, In a suit for
maintenance, which the wife dismissed
the following June.
In her new petition Mrs. Conradis saysthe former proceeding was abandoned In

consideration of the agreement with her
husband to pay alimony. As the pact has
been broken, she alleged, she now wished
a decree for maintenance from the court.
The couple were married In King

George county, Va., September 2, 1901,and hare no children. Theyseparated Oc¬
tober i, 1000, Cruelty and desertion are
alleged. Attorney EX L, Gles appears for
the wife.

E. M. Markham, recently assistant
engineer commissioner of the District,
for Memphis, Tenn., where the War De¬
partment has ordered him to take charge
of Improvements- on the Mississippi
river, Capt. Mark Brooke is now acting
engineer commissioner, and will continue
in that capacity until the return early
next month of Commissioner Judson.

Titanic Dead Advocated.

Mrs. John Hays Hammond, head of
the Women's Titanic Memorial Associa¬
tion, has received a communication from
Mrs. Evelyn Gurley-Kane, secretary of
the national Titanic memorial fund com¬

mittee, suggesting that the two associa¬
tions unite in erecting one memorial to
the men. women and children who were

lost in the Titanic disaster. It is urged
that the bravery of the women and chil¬
dren should receive as much recognition
as that of the men. According to the

figures quoted, one-fourteenth of the
flrst-olass woman passengers were lost
one-fifth of the second cabin woman pas¬
sengers and more than one-half of the
women amohg the third-class passengers.
Mrs. Gurley-Kane, In suggesting the

consolidation of the two organizations,
wrote:
"I believe that I voice the sentiment

of every heart in the thought that there
should be one memorial to all, and that
we should unite in community of thought
and Interest, and laud the little children
and brave women who, with the men,
went down with the ship."

ASKS 10 BE RELIEVED
Judge Archbald Would Re¬

linquish Duties Pending
Outcome of Trial.

Judge R. W. Archbald of the Com¬
merce Court, 'whose trial under impeach¬
ment proceedings is impending before the
Senate, has asked Chief Justice White of
the United States Supreme Court tempo¬
rarily to relieve him of duty.
Chief Justice White thus far has taken

no action upan the request of Judge
Archbald. The phraseology of the act
creating the Commerce Court appears to
be ambiguous as to the power of the
Chief Justice to "relieve" a judge of the
court from duty. The law reads that "in
case of the death, resignation or termi¬
nation of assignment of any judge so
designated the Chief Justice shall desig¬
nate a circuit judge to fill the vacancy."
Judge Archbald lias performed none of

the duties of a member of the court since
the charges against him were brought
by the Judiciary committee of the House.
His trial by the Senate under the im¬
peachment by the House will begin De¬
cember 4.

FUNERAL OF MISS KLASE.

Young Woman Who Committed Sui¬
cide to Be Buried Here.

Funeral services for Miss Anna Moore
Klase, twenty-nine years old, who com¬
mitted suicide yesterday morning by
swallowing carbolic acid while at the
summer home of her mother in Washing¬
ton Grove, Md.. will be held in this city
tomorrow. Both the services and burial
will be private.
Miss Klase had been ill for about two

weeks from nervous prostration, but ap¬
peared to be improving. Yesterday morn¬
ing while alone in her room she drank
two ounces of carbolic acid. Dr. C. X.
Etchlson of Galthersburg was summon¬
ed, but by the time he reached the Klase
home the young woman was dead.

He refused to discuss English politics
when he arrived, and said that his trip
was solely for the purpose of bringing
his son's bride over and to attend the
wedding.

long illness, will be held at her resi¬
dence, 1403 3d street northwest, to¬
morrow afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. Mra
Harding, who was eighty-four years
old, had been a lifelong resident of this
city. Two daughters, Mrs. William
Liowrey and Mrs. Martha Rehncr. aur-
vive her.

Will Cross-Examine Witnesses
in Proceedings in New

York, It Is Said.

NEW YORK, August 29..Investigation
of police blackmail arising out of the kill¬
ing of Herman Rosenthal is to be thor¬
ough and persistent. In the John Doe
proceedings to be started next week
before Supreme Court Justice Goff it was

reported today that Former Assistant
District Attorney James W. Osborne is
to play a leading part as a cross-ex¬
aminer of witnesses.
Mr. Osborne conducted the investiga¬

tion of the ice trust at which Justice
Goff presided, and the legal work of that
proceeding withstood the arid test of the
highest courts. The investigation of vice
conditions in Albany was conducted by
Mr. Osborne, who, it is understood, has
been cabled to return from abroad and

j take up the work of graft hunting.
Says Immunity Was Promised.

"Dago Frank" Clroflcl, Indicted as one

of the actual murderers of Rosenthal, is¬
sued a rambling written statement from
his cell today. Intimating he Was
promised immunity if he would "squeal"
on the other prisoners. He says he
would not consent to do this.
The grand jury which returned the

indictments against Lieut Becker and
the other alleged murderers of Rosen¬
thal went into session shortly after 11
o'clock this morning to take testimony
on several straggling . ends of the In¬
vestigation. The first witness was
James E. March, republican leader of
the third assembly district, who has
said that he conducted profitable stock
transactions for Lieut. Becker. He made
this statement as an explanation of the
large bank accounts of the accused lieu¬
tenant which have been uncovered by
the district attorney.

vided.
